Private -Vivian Commons of Company

entry in his records Dr..Fuehr wrote 
a few weeks -before passports were 
handed to- Bernstorff- by . Secretary 
PLansing. 

In- another entry -in- his. diary, Dr. 
Fuehr named the only big newspapers 
in the country which, in his opinion, 
were worthy to be classed as neutral. 
These, he wrote, were the Hearst pa- 
pers in all parts of the country, The 
Washington Post, The New York Eve- 
ning Mail, The. Milwaukee -Free Press, 
and The Chicago Tribune. 


Cites Bennett Articles. 


Mr. Bielaski. remarked efter reading 
the names of these papers,that Fuehr 
had. probably pu The Chicago Tribune 
in the list because. of articles written 
by James O'Donnell Bennett, who went 
into Germany as ‘a.correspondent for 
that paper. Mr, Bielaski-described Mr. 
Bennett as violently pro-German. 

‘Bernard -H.: Ridder. of The New 
Yorker Staats-Zeitung was also named 
today, when Mr. Bielaski read a letter 
which he said had been written to Cap- 
tain Franz von Papen, the former Ger- 
man Military..Attaché, In this letter, 
written in .Jurie, 1916, Mr.. Ridder re- 
ferred to a’ person: that ‘I sent put 
West”’ who *vas able, he said, to enlist 
several rich‘citizens of Chicago in the 
‘propaganda which we have, started.”

The complaint 
declares that the seizure of the cables 
was accomplished without*the Benate be- 
‘ing consulted.

LONDON, Dec. 9.—Premier - Lloyd 
George, at a great meting in Albert 
Hall today, made an appeal for the 
votes of the women. 

The meeting was attended sxcitabealy 
by women. it being unique in that and 
in other ways. The guard of honor was- 
made up of members of the various uni- 
formed women’s organizations. 

The Premier pointed out that between’ 
6,000,000 and 7,000,000: women would 
have a direct influence on the legisla+:

‘‘If you suspect any man of going to 
the Peace Conference with war in his 
heart,’”’ said the Premier, ‘‘ vote against 
him. The coming peace must make war 
difficult, if not impossible.

If it is an easy peace it will 
not be a just peace.’’

In the awful t pmeang which took place 
the civillans did not know what to do, 
and some soldiers went among them 
and held them down to the ground so 
as to be beneath the stream of bullets. 
About twenty persons, in their blind 
terror, rushed through the o areas plate- 
glass windows of a large store. 

The inhabitants of houses imme- 
diately put out all their lights and took 
refuge in the back rooms. 

After the firing ceased there were j 
a couple ‘of minutes of complete ‘si- 
lence, and then the trembling people 
ventured out to pick up the dead and 
aid the wounded, who were scattered 
about all over the street. 

Describing the arrest of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Soldiers’ and 
Workers’ Council of Berlin, the cor- 
respondent of the Nieuwe Rotter- 
damsche Courant telegraphs:

speech, arguing that the motive 
of the soldiers was to get rid of the 
Government and overthrow the repub- 
lic.

Then he climbed out of 
the pit, and, amid a terrific shell fire, 
gathered up automatic pistols and rifles 
and sent such a fusillade at the advanc- 
ing Germans that the onslaught was 
stemmed for twenty minutes. 

“* Well, they seem to think a lot of me 
on this ship. You know I am a minister, 
and if I did anything I do not think it a 
Very great achievement,’’ was the way 
the Chaplain turned away questions as 
to his gallant act. 

Corporal Edwin Gillespie of Company 
#,, 114th Infantry, said his company

Comfort Brought 411. 


Lieutenant Harvey Conover of Chicago, 
Tll., who went to France two years ago 
and fought with the Lafayette Esca- 
drille and for the last year has been at- 
tached to the 90th Aero Squadron, and 
who has been cited for the Legion of 
Honor and the Croix de Guerre, was 
aboard. He flew on the western front. 
Lieutenant Norman K. Todd of Locust 
Valley, L. I1., attached to the 77th Divi- 
gion, and who at Argonne received seri- 
ous wounds, and Lieutenant S. J. Baer 
of Murphysboro, lIll., attached to the 
39th Infantry, who at Chateau-Thierry 
Was wounded in the cheek and eye, were 
also passengers. The latter was deco- 
rated with the Croix de Guerre. 

The Hospital Ship Comfort did not 
reach her pier until 5:15 o'clock last 
night after all the men from the Sierra 
had been sent to the different base 
hospitals. She had 411 men on board, 
of whom 167 were able to walk about 
with the aid of crutches or sticks. The 
Comfort left St. Nazaire on Nov. 22, 
ana put into tne Azores for coal on 

7, and stopped there two days. 
. 2 she encountered a temp2st 
which lasted thirty-six hours and blew 
with a velocity of more than 100 miles 
an hour. The patients in the wards 
were thrown about a good deal by the 
tossing of the ship, and the others were 
unable to walk on deck with their 
crutches as there was a danger of being 
washed over the side. Private Levin 
Robert Richmond of Company E of the 
58th Infantry died of diphtheria on 
1, and his body was brought into 
port. 

Brig. Gen. G. H. McManus, after con- 
sulting with the naval surgeons, de- 
cided the men should be left on board 
until the morning. In the general ward 
on the main deck, which was filled with 
men who had lost an arm or a leg, 
there was an air of gayety last night. 
The soldiers were dancing with their 
crutches to the music from a _ phono- 
graph, and did not. appear at all sad 
at being maimed for iife. Most of them 
were well under 30 years old, Among 
the units on board were the,.77th, and 
42d Infantry. and a few of the oid 69th 
Infantry. Private James Carney of 
Company F of the old @9th Regiment, 
oe home is at 564 Greenwich Street, 
said: 

‘*T got mine at Tardenois, near Cha- 
teau-Thierry on July 29... We were hold- 
ing ground until the artjflery got up and 
were under a heavy #erman artillery 
fire. Then we advan&d anda high ex- 
losive shell did the’ rest for me. We 
ost heavily. I often had occasion to 
meet Father Duffy, but the only place 
you had a chance to meet that good 
man was at the front or the first-aid 
stations. Honest, I believe he is the 
most popular man in Europe.”’ 

Private John T. McSherry, who lived 
at 517 East Seventy-seventh Street and 
was with Company L of the old 69th, 
said: ‘‘ Captain Merle Smith was get- 
ting a stretcher bearer for me after I 
had been struck when the Hun got him. 
I’ve been wounded twice—the first time 
in the right thigh and the second time 
in the left thigh. On both occasions I 
had bones broken and snipers dropped 
me.”’ 

Private Harry Sang, who lived at 99 
Bristow Street, Brooklyn, said: ‘‘ I was 
ene of the Ch&teau-Thierry veterans. 
All I got was a compound fracture of 
the skull and a broken leg. - From June 
80 to July 19 in the Champagne district, 
the 69th relieved the French at Sergy. 
‘We were up against the Prussian Guard 
and we licked them. At one time the 
1st Battalion fought three German regi- 
ments, and the 42d Division beat six 
German divisions in a two-day fight. I 
was dressing another chap’s head when 
I got hit and with a little load of 
shrapnel in my head and one leg useless, 
I had to swim the River Orcq to get to 
the dressing station.”’

Sergeant Ole Olson of Kalispeel, Mont., 
in the 2d Division, 23d Infantry, who has 
een a soldier for six years, was 
wounded three times. He said: “‘ First 
they got my left arm, I got over that. 
In another engagement they picked my 
right leg and after a time in the-hos- 
pital I recovered from that, and then, I’m 
darned if they didn’t get my left. arm 
again, which as you can see is off. Yes, 
the Hun certainly had a design on my 
left wing.’”’ 

While the Comfort was at Punta del 
Guarda, in the Azores, there was an 
explosion on board the American sub- 
marine 219 in the harbor which caused 
the death of four men and wounded 
seven more out of the crew of 26. Henry 
Russell, the Chief Engineer of the sub- 
marine, a native of San Francisco, who 
was on the Comfort, stated that he was 
blown into the water by the explosion 
and his clothing was on fire. When he 
was picked up by a boat it was found 
that his right leg was broken and he 
had several severe burns on the body. 

Captain J. F. Dunbar, who commanded 
the Comfort, did his best to see that the 
patients were made as happy as pos- 
sible on Thanksgiving Day, which was 
passed at anchor in the Azores. There 
were concerts on deck and below, and 
here is the dinner menu: Creamed to- 
mato soup, celery, Queen olives, roast 
turkey a la Comfort, giblet gravy, sage 
dressing, creamed asparagus, baked po- 
tatoés, apple sauce, pumpkin pie, fruit, 
mixed nuts, coffee and cigarettes. 

At 8 o’clock today the ambulances and 
the stretchers will be mustered at Pier

JUGOSLAV TERRITORY 


Complaint Made That Far More 
Is Occupied Than the Armi- 
stice Terms Provided For.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Formal no- 
tice has been given to the American 
Government of the purpose of Serbs, 
Croats, and Slovenes, formerly held by 
the Austro-Hungarian Government, to 
unite with the Kingdom of Serbia in a 
single Jugoslavic State and to insist 
upon the evacuation of Jugoslav terri- 
tory now occupied by Italy. 

Official texts were presented to the 
State Department of addresses by 
Prince Regent Alexander of Serbia and 
a delegation of twenty-seven members 
from the National Council of Zagreb, 
delivered at Belgrade Dec. 1. The 
Prince Regent accepted the proposal of 
the Zagreb Council for union under a 
Parliamentary Government, the delega- 
tion to sit provisionally at Belgrade as 
representatives of their people until a 
Constituent Assembly could be held 
within six months after the conclusion 
of peace. 

After submitting the proposal 
union, the Zagreb delegation said: 

~ e are profoundly grieved to be 
obliged to place on record that a great 
part of our natural soil is occupied by 
the troops of the Kingdom of Italy, 
which is allied with the powers of the 
Entente, and with which we desire to 
live in friendly relations, but we cannot 
recognize the opportuneness of any 
treaty, not even that of London, the 
virtue of which is in violation of the 
principles of nationality. 

‘We desire to d-aw the attention of 
your Royal Highness to the fact that the 
extent of the Italian occupation greatly 
exceeds the limits and regions foreseen 
in the clauses of the armistice concluded 
with the Commander in Chief of the 
Austro-Hungarian Army.’’ 

The Prince Regent in his address said: 

‘“The Government will have as its 
first duty to trace together with you 
the ethnographical frontiers of our en- 
tire nation. I have the right to hope 
that our great allies will judiciously ap- 
preciate our point of view, for it corre- 
sponds to the principles they have them- 
selves proclaimed, and for which they 
have poured out so much blood. I fur- 
ther hope that this point of view will 


also be admitted by the Italian Govern- 
ment.”’

He objected to the third of the 
fourteen peace terms advanced by Presi- 
dent Wilson and said that if economic 
barriers were removed and credit ex- 
tended to the allied countries for a year 
after peace the United States would be 
placed at a great disadvantage. 

‘“We must not forget, in exercising 
our spirit of altruism,’’ he continued, 
“that we have our own foreign trade 
to consider. Already we have expended 
nearly: $40,000,000,000 in helping to.win 
the war, and of that at least one-fourth 
has been spent in the extension of credit 
to nations associated with us. 

I want to warn this House and the 
country that, when the foreign nations 
are getting hold of foreign trade and 
America is losing it, people will ask who 
is responsible for aiding other nations 
to take trade away from America, and 
they will also want to know, in case we 
should become committed by the Presi- 
dert to a free trade. policy, who is re- 
sponsible for allowing the removal of 
economic barriers.’ 

Mr. McAdoo’s request will be consid- 
ered by the Ways and Means Compittee 
at a special meeting next Wednesday, 
when both. Mr. McAdoo and Assistant 
Secretary Leffingwell will be heard.

‘Stockholders of Submarine Cor- 


poration Allege Wrong Use of 
Money in War Contract. 


Influence of Government Official 
Sought for $25,000, According 
to Bill of Complaint. 


Copies of a bill of complaint against 


marine Boat Corporation, asking that he 
be removed as a Trustee under a voting 
trust agreement, and alleging that he 
paid to one Ross McAdoo $40,000, of 
which $25,000 was to, be used:to influ- 
ence a high. Government official favor- 
ably to the bid of the company for a 
submarine contract, were circulated in 
the financial district yesterday. 

Last night Thomas R. McCarter of 
McCarter & English, in Newark, N. J., 
said that the bill had been filed in the 
Chancery Court in Trenton; but as an 
afterthought said the papers had been 
mailed to Trenton yesterday morning. 

** Suit has been started,’ said Mr. Mc- 
Carter over the telephone, * and that is 
all that interests me.”’ 

The complainants, according to the 
copy of the bill, are Elihu B. Frost, a 
trustee under the voting trust agree- 
ment between Henry R. Carse and four 
other stockholders of the Electric Boat 
Corporation, and Antoinette F. Stout 
and Elihu B. Frost as executors of the 
estate of Calvin Frost. 

The complaint alleges that Henry R. 
Carse mismanaged the affairs of the 
company and asks that he be removed 
and another trustee be appointed in his 
place. It also alleges that Carse has 
refused to give details of the- company’s 
business to Frost and that in the elec- 
tion of company directors Carse has in- 
fluenced two of the members of the vot- 
ing trust to vote as he want them to. 

Th omplaint asserts that in April, 
1915, Elihu B. Frost, Henry R. Carse, 
Lawrence Y. Spear, and other stock- 
holders in the Electric Boat Corpora- 
tion whose stock had voting power to 
vote for the elecetion of directors of 
the company entered into a voting trust 
agreement to minimize the chance of 
sudden and ill-advised changes in the 
corporation’s policy or management. 

It further states that Carse persuaded 
Frost and Spear to increase the number 
of trustees from three to five, and that 
Stacy C. Richmond of New York and 
Thomas C. Dawson, then an employe 
and officer of the company, were added 
to the agreement. 

It also asserts that when the agree- 
ment was made Elihu B. Frost was a 
Director and Vice President of the cor- 
poration and had held similar offices 
since the Leg rg 3 of the corporation, 
in 1899, and that he had actively par- 
ticipated in the policy of the company, 
which grew from nothing to a large and 
successful concern.

The complaint at this point alleges 
that Ross McAdoo was not at that time 
employed by the company nor was he 


an officer thereof, and continuing 
reads:

e said Henry R. Carse engaged 
said Ross McAdoo to go to Washington 
and endeavor to induce favorable con- 
sideration of certain bids of said Elec- 
tric Boat Company for submarine boats, 
and in order to conceal his identity, said 
Henry R. Carse introduced the said Mc- 


.Adoo as ‘ Mr. Ross,’ a person connected 


with the Electric Boat Company; and at 
or about the same time the said Henry 
R. Carse improperly, and for the pur- 
pose of carrying out his own ideas as to 
the methods to be pursued in the con- 
duct of the company’s business at 
Washington, without the knowledge of 
the complainant, Elihu B. Frost or of 
the Board of Directors of said company, 
placed the entire management of the 
company’s business at Washington in 
the hands of the said Ross McAdoo, al- 
though he was not at that time either an 
employe or upon the payroll of the com- 
pany, and in order to conceal the true 
nature of the transaction involving the 
payment of .000 by said Henry R. 
Carse to said Ross McAdoo, he went 
—— the formality of having the said 
Ross McAdoo give to himself, the said 
Henry R. Carse, demand notes payable 
to said Henry R. Carse personally for 
the sum of $40,C00.”’ 

Continuing the complaint alleged that 
Carse had himself elected both as a 
member of the board of the company 
and President of the Electric Boat 
Company, and that prior to December, 
1915, he had himself elected as Chairman 
of a committee of three to select the 
persons to whom extra compensation 
was to be paid. and then paid and 
caused to be paid to himself out of the 
company’s treasury $75,000. This sum, 
the complaint asserts, was in addition to 
his salary of $30,000 annually as Pres- 
ident and $2,500 a year as a ‘‘ so-called 
advisory committee.’’ The bill alleges 
that the $75,000 was to reimburse Carse 
for the $40.000 he had paid to the person 
named in the complaint as Ross McAdoo. 

The complainants further charge that 
the Electric Boat Company received no 
value whatever for the $40,000, and 
that there were no extra services ren- 
dered by Carse entitling him to any 
such amount. On this the complaint 
reads: 

“Notwithstanding which facts the 
said Carse, by reason of his dominating 
influence over the Board of Directors 
of said company, in the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1916, improperly caused the mem- 
bers of said board to undertake to ratify 
the payment: of $75,000 to himself as 
aforesaid. 

The complaint further alleged that 
Carse, through his control of a majority 
of the voting Trustees, threatened the 
retiring Board of Directors in 1917 so 
that they would vote with him on all 
questions. His threat was expulsion 
from the directorate unless they com- 
plied with his demands, according to 
the complaint. 

It is further alleged that Carse re- 
fused to confer with the complainant

“Qn Dangerous Ground.’’ 


The company made a statement rela- 
tive to the filing of the eo suit, 
which said: 


“The case of the Conanieitn Pacific 
Cable Company is even stronger than 
that of the Commercial Cable Company 
because probably no one could or would 
claim that the cable from San Francisco 
to China, Japan, and the Philippine 
Islands is nceued for the transmission of 
peace Messages or peace negotiations as 
claimed by Mr. Burleson. ‘There is an- 
other feature of this new bill, namely, 
that Mr. Burleson is treading on very 
dangerous ground when he seizes cables 
landing on foreign soil; the allegation in 
this respect, incorporated in our bill en- 
tered today, being as follows: 


That all of said cable systems, in- 
cluding your orator’s, have landings 
on the territories of foreign nations, 
and upon information and belief that 

‘ the consent of said nations to the 
; Unite on Government seizing said 
: systenl'ef cables, including said land- 
ings, has not been obtained, and that 
this constitutes a violation of the 
prineiples of international law that one 
|! nation shall not encroach upon or seize 
any part of the territory of another 
nation, and that all nations are very 
properly jealous of landings on their 
soil of cables controlled or owned by 
other nations and forbid it because it 
is liable to lead to international com- 
lications, and that even if the de- 
endant should hereafter obtain the 
consent of said foreign nations to the 
seizure of said cables and landings on 
terms and conditions satisfactory to 
them, such terms and conditions, per- 
taining as they would to the occu- 
pation by the Government of foreign 
territory, would constitute the sub- 
stance of a treaty which under the 
Conatitution of the United States can 
be made only by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, which ad- 
. vice and consent have not been ob- 
tained, and that this is a violation of 
the Constitution of the United States. 
That all this jeopardizes your orator's 
cables, cable landings, and relations 
with foreign Governments, the dis- 
ruption of which would work irre- 
parable injury to your orator. 


Speaking of the allas subpoena which 
the company’s counsel obtained against 
Mr. Burleson, officials admitted that 
service had not yet been obtained.

Last night the company announced 
that it hed received advices that the 
British authorities had suspended the 
‘urgent’ classification of all \cabie- 
ams transmitted by wire throug 
reat Britain. Under this classifies tieh 
messages marked “‘ urgent’’ have been 
given priority over those not so marked, 
and a higher rate has been exacted for 
their trangmission. At the company’s 
offices it was said the suspension of this 
privilege probably was caused by a de- 
sire of the British administration to for- 





ward all messages in the order in which 
they were ved.

‘@hd technical address. ‘t Acolian Hall 
hé gave a recital yesterday: afternoon, 
nd gratified his hearers with his artis- 
tic performance.. An American born, 
musically trained at the Peabody Iysti- 
tute, Baltimore, a_pupil of Harold Ran- 
delph, he rightly enough claims to be 
**300 per cent. American.’’ Neverthe- 
less, his playing is neither American 
nor Buropean} it is artistic. He ap-; 
Beared in this city last season, though 
we didn’t hear him; but we are glad 
we heard him yesterday, as he belongs to 
that not too large group of public pian- 
ists who give pleasure merely by touch- 
ing the keys; in a word, he has a mu- 
sical touch, a musical temperament, with 
intelligence end plenty of poise and fire. 
He is young, only 24, and.in some things 
singularly mature. He,is expressive in 
lytic episodes, but, happily, not senti- 
mental. His program on this occasion 
did. not severely task his intellectual 
processes,j yet it - “proved » him. both 
' versatile and sincere.. He began with 
three members by Rameau and Scar- 
latti, charged with antique grace. These 
hé delivered with refreshing clarity and 
a sound appreciation of their historic 
values. When he got into deeper waters 
hie did not fail. Chopin was represented 
by the F major Etude, Opus 25, No. 3, 
two Preludes in B flat major and B flat 
minor, thé C sharp minor Nocturne, 
opus 27, No. 1, and the C sharp minor 
Scherzo, opus 30, the third in the list. of 


j Mr. Morris’s interpretation of Chopin 
was gracious rather than profound. He 
did not sound the dramatic heights and 
depths of the Nocturne, wnicn Mr. 
Finck, in his book on Chopin, has ‘calied 
tragic. The Scherzo lacked weight, 
dynamic emphasis; it was not drastic, 
not sombre enough. In the two Pre- 
ludes, the young aftist was more in his 
element, the flashing scale passages in 
the B flat minor Prelude were dashingly 
played, a brilliant climax achieved. As 
efcore he fingered with delicacy the 
@. flat Valse of Chopin, beloved of 
Pachmann.

Ralph Lawton’s Piano Recital. 


At Aeolian Hall last night Ralph Law- 
ton gave a piano recital. He is a pupil 
of Wassili Safanoff, who was one-time 
winner of the Rubinstein prize for piano 
playing and a popular conductor of the 
Philharmonic Society in.this city. His 
pupil reflects little of the fiery, finished 
style of his deceased master. He pos- 
sesses an excellent mechanism—a matter 
of course, nowadays, with all pianists— 
and he has a musical touch when he 
doesn’t force it; but he often forces it. 
He played the Sonata characieristic of 
Beethoven in E flat, opus 81, A—the so- 
called ‘‘Adieux, L’ Absence, Le Retour "— 
and while it was a restrained, even aca- 
demic reading, it was on the whole sat- 
isfactory; also sentimental.

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EDUCATING THE PUBLIC. 

It is a long time since CARLYLE said 
concerning. the extension of, the Brit- 
{sh suffrage, ‘‘ Now we must educate 
our masters.’’ Mr. Vari has the same 
idea in economics that CaRLYLE had in 
politics. That is not strange, for in 
CARLYLE’s time politics was less a mat- 
ter of economics than now, when there 
is little to politics but economics. Mr. 
VAIL approves *Postmaster General 
BuRLESON’s experimental object lesson 
in Government operation of the wire 
services as a means of educating the 
public, to whom arguments are being 
addressed for Government operation 
of almost everything.. The purpose of 
the ‘‘ education of the public '’ in this 
manner is ‘‘ to create an actively fa- 
**vorable attitude toward some cor- 
“relation or co-ordination of opera- 
** tion and service with the control and 
** regulation and restriction, through 
** some combination of governmental 
* authority:and private ownership or 
** opération, retaining all the advan- 
“* tages and incentives of both.'’ In 
other words, what is to be taught is 
the public benefits of reasonable com- 
binations in restraint of trade. What 
Mr. .VaIL proposes cannot be aftained 
by Government ownership and opera- 
tion. Government will not regulate 
and restrict Government monopoly, 
and the institution of monopoly is de- 
structive of incentive, whether the 
monopoly is Government or. private. 
Regulated private monopoly is the best 
economic combination known to man, 
with all its faults, which are more a 
matter of bad regulation than of 
wrong principle. There is more need 
to instruct Mr. BuR.LEsON in this than 
Mr. VaiL, for no one has stated the 
arguments to that effect more cogently 
than Mr. Vatu. 

It is odd that Mr. Vari should be en- 
gaged in practicing under Government 
monopoly what was condemned when 
he was a private operator But the 
inconsistency is Government’s, not 
Mr. Vaiw’s. The wire services would 
have been co-ordinated under regula- 
tion long ago if Government had not 
prosecuted Mr. Vaiw’s attempt to do 
it. What there is new about the pro- 
posal is not the Postmaster General’s, 
and all that is good about it is Mr. 
Vaqu’s. The best hope from the curi- 
ous association of the leading proposer 
and opponent of Government opera- 
tion is that the process of education 
‘will proceed under the able instruction 
of Mr. VaiL, who has learned in the 
hard school of experience what must 
be. Mr. Bur.eson is one of those who 
leold that what they think ought to be 
ean be attained by ‘statute, regardless 
of the tyranny of the balance sheet. 
Mr. BurRLEsonN knows how to abolish 
the balance sheet, with the help of 
appropriations. He can never teach 
Mr. Vatu that. 

Perhaps Mr. Vai. will pardon a 
slight amendment of his proposal of 
education of the public, unless indeed 
he had in mind a different public from 
the one he seems to indicate. The 
users of the wire services have no 
need of education in the advantages 
of their reasonable combination. The 

‘gombination of the telegraph and 


_ the telephone services was hailed 


. with gratitude when it was a novelty. 
Only Government opposed it. That is 
‘the quarter where the education is 
needed, and not alone respecting the 
‘wire services. This has been called a 
“mation of ‘* economic illiterates,’’ but 
the reproach attaches more to the 
courts and the lawmakers than to 
“those whose solvency and profits de- 
pend upon sound economics. For over 
thirty years the statutes and judges 
have lent themselves to the war 

waged by the politicians against the 
promotion of trade by reasonable re- 
straints of uneconomic practices. It 
cannot be said that business has, gone 
on ite way undisturbed, but the trusts 
which were to be killed by the law 

‘ against them were pigmies and few 

compared * with those now existing. 

Only last week the leading organiza- 

tion of national trade asked the aban- 
denment of Government opposition to

railway pools. As inthe case of the 
wire services, Government is now 
practicing what it prosecuted when 
the railways ‘did it; and is proposing 
to carry over into peace what it 
assumed to do under cover of war 
necessity. Also the Interstate Com- 


step of Congress last week the prob- 
lems which Congress had devolved 
upon’ the Commission. For thirty 
years the Commission has been, sug- 
gesting laws and more laws} but not 
before the laws which now it proposes. 
Thirty years of éducation has been 
wasted upon Congress and: the Com- 
mission, and. now the problem stands 
where it stood in the beginning. _ 

The failure of regulation opens be- 
fore us the economic abyss of Govern- 
ment ownership and operation. Truly 
there is need of the education of our 
masters, but not so much of the elec- 
torate as of the makers and expound- 
ers of the laws. The rule of unreason 
in the regulation of economic trusts 
was originally declared in the case of 
the Transmissouri Freight Association, 
and was reaffirmed in the joint traf- 
fic case. Those decisions stand dis- 
credited by the discovery and declara- 
tion of the rule of reason. There are 
not a few who now think that the next 
step. is to repeal. the law forbidding 
unreasonable restraints of trade, and 
to allow Government to do what it 
forbade private operators to do as 
contrary to public interests, It is not 
possible to repeal the rule of reason 
without an economic revolution from 
which the Supreme Court recoiled, but 
which Congress is still sufficiently un- 
educated to be considering. It is not 
possible now to enact a rule of eco- 
nomic unreason, any more than it was 
possible to enforce such a law when it 
was thought that it had been enacted. 
The law on - economic, combinations 
now embodies the wisdom of a thou- 
sand years, the culmination of good 
merchant practice, the assertion of 
common law in Federal jurisdiction. 
The thing to do with it is tq enforce 
it, and not to repeal or amend it. 
Least of all should the problem be 
given up in despair, and Government 
operation be adopted as an’even more 
desperate remedy. 








REACTION AT ALBANY. 

It is difficult for all true political 
modernists, enacters of virtue and up- 
lifters of taxation, to have patience 
with such a palaeological hunker as 
State Senator HeNry M. Saag, Chair- 
man of the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, when he utters heathenish heresy 
like this: 

The greatest task which the Legis- 
lature has. this year is not the approv- 
al or disapproval of a Federal prohi- 
bition amendment, but it is a sound 
method of taxation and a careful re- 
trenchment wherever possible in its 
constantly mounting expenditures. 

Mr. Sace has the misfortune to come 
from the region pervaded by that other 
friend of the antique and constitu- 
tional, Mr. WILLIAM BARNES; but 

surely he should have learned from 
Governor WHITMAN that the ratifica- 
tion of the Dry Amendment is the su- 
preme question of all the ages. More- 
over, that measure is economically 
sound, ‘from a point of view of the 
political modernist, since it will in- 
crease taxation. Surely, if it pays to 
be good, a State made good by amend- 
ment ought to be willing to pay for its 
improvement. Appropriations for the 
State Government this fiscal year 
amount to only about half a million 
more than eighty-one million dollars. 

Mr. Sace says that the estimated 
financial resources of the State for 
next year will be twelve million less 
than this year. The various State de- 
partments and institutions have put 
in their modest little requests for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. “Mr. 
Sace has taken the trouble to add 
them up. They amount to $96,858,- 
064. So the accounts receivable will 
amount to twelve million less, the ac- 
counts payable to fifteen million more. 
What of it? The one thing needful 
is to pass the Federal amendment. 
Who is going to bother about taxation 
and retrenchment and “ constantly 
mounting expenditures,’’ provided the 
amendment is passed?

THE NAVAL PROBLEM. 

In his annual report the Secretary 
of the Navy recommends that Con- 
gress authorize a three-year construc- 
tion program like that approved on 
Aug. 29, 1916, which called for ten 
dreadnought battleships, six battle 
cruisers, ten scout cruisers, fifty de- 
stroyers, together with submarines, 
transports, hospital ships, and auxil- 
jaries, in all 156 vessels. With the 
carrying out of the program of 1916 
as planned the participation of the 
United States in the great war inter- 
fered. Mr. Dantes does not tell the 
country in his report what progress 
has been made in building the battle- 
ships and battle cruisers authorized 
more than two years ago. The fact, 
of course, is that the work is back- 
ward. All the ships provided for by 
Congress at that time must be ‘‘ under 
construction '’ by July 1, 1919. Mr. 
DanIEzs thinks that a beginning upon 
every ship of the first three-year pro- 
gram will have been made within the 
time limit; ‘‘ and it is expected,’’ he 
says, *‘ that during the ensuing fiscal 
** year, which will begin July 1, 1919, 
‘* shipbuilding facilities will be avyail- 
‘* able to begin further work.’’ 

Construction work on the big ships 
of the first program, which has a year 
or more to run, had ‘to’ be suspended 
in great part during the war because 
of the urgent demand for destroyers 
and submarine chasers; ‘* the energy 





se available for new construction was 


merce Commission left upon the door- 





* concentrated mainly upon vessels to 
“‘ deal -with the submarine menace."’ 
As many as 355 wooden submarine 
chasers were built. As to destroyers, 
‘* by the Summer of 1917 orders had 
‘* been placed which not only absorbed 
‘* all available capacity for more than 
“a year, but required a material ex- 
‘* pansion of existing facilities.’’ One 
hundred destroyers were laid down, 
and then it. was decided ‘‘ to under- 
‘‘ take the construction of 150 more 
** destroyers.'’ By Oct. 1, 1918, the 
number of destroyers launched was 93. 
In the same time 29 submarines had 
been added to the navy. When the 
Secretary says that ‘‘ the construction 
‘* of capital ships and large vessels 
‘* generally has been to some extent 
** suspended,’’ the impression he con- 
veys is that work was practically 
stopped, except on big ships that were 
nearing” completion when the United 
States entered the war; of course, 
none of these was a unit of the three- 
year program of Aug. 29, 1916. The 
execution of that program must ex- 
tend a considerable period beyond the 
time originally set, and the delay 
would postpone the carrying out of a 
second three-year program. 

In 1916 ** an adequate first line of 
defense,’’ to quote from the Secre- 
tary’s report of that year, was the 
consummation ‘aimed at by Congress. 
As national defense may still be of 
major importance after the signing of 
the peace treaty, it is the Secretary’s 
duty to recommend naval expansion 
along the lines laid down two years 
ago. The United States will have a 
great mercantile marine, which would 
seem to call for a navy of proportion- 
ate strength. If there should issue 
from the Peace Conference at Ver- 
sailles a workable plan for a League 
of Nations, with an international na- 
val force as a necessary adjunct, the 
United States would be called upon to 
furnish a number of ships correspond- 
ing to her position as a sea power, 
which is now rated as second in the 
world. Secretary DaNnrecs in recom- 
mending another three-year program 
may have such a requisition in mind. 
: For Great Britain Mr. WINSTON 
CHURCHILL has declared that naval 
expansion will still be her policy; and 
a day or two ago a formidable list of 
capital ships added to her navy since 
August, 1914, was published in Eng- 
land. It may turn out, in spite of Mr. 
CHURCHILL’sS positiveness, that there 
will be no occasion for Great Britain 


to go on building capital ships by tens 


and twenties. ‘The Peace Conference 
may change all that, in which case 
American naval expansion on the scale 
proposed by Mr. DANIELS would no 
lofiger be seriously considered. The 
Secretary of the Navy in his report of 
1918, as well as in that of 1916, has 
expressed the hope that competitive 
naval construction will soon cease. In 
the shadow of war in 1916 it was im- 
perative to plan for a greater navy; 
no one knew when the United States‘ 
might be drawn into the war, or how 
long it would last. ‘In the peace 
treaty,’’. says Mr. DANIELS, in his re- 
port just issued, ‘* there will undoubt- 
** edly be incorporated President WIL- 
** son’S proposal for a reduction of 
** armament ‘ to the lowest point con- 
** sistent with domestic safety.’ ’’ It 
is a vague term, but it seems to point 
to the plan of a League of Nations. 
However that may be, no statesman 
anywhere. desires naval competition 
for war purposes. The Peace Confer- 
ence will shed light on the problem. 
For the present no one in authority 
in the United States, or in England, 
can take the responsibility of recom- 
mending that appropriations for naval 
construction shall cease.

AMERICAN DYES. 


Development of our new dyestuffs 
industry has been encouraged by the 
Tariff Commission, and advice given 
to the manufacturers last week by 
Chairman Taussic came from a friend. 
Some of them ask that the industry 
shall be defended against German 
competition by exclusion of foreign 
dyes, the regulation of imports by a 
license commission, or a large increase 
of tariff duties. They were told by Dr. 
Taussia that these proposals were 
‘* radical beyond the limits to which 
‘‘ measures must be confined which 
‘* have a chance of enactment.’’ The 
Commission has prepared and will 
send to Congress a bill revising the 
present classification of dyes and in- 
termediate raw materials. Enactment 
of it would give the industry some 
additional defense. Can action upon 
such changes be taken without regard 
to partisan differences? Said Dr. 
TAUSBIG: 

Is it not possible that the dyestuffs 
industry can be treated by itself? Is 
there not some chance that it will be 
considered upon its merits, without 
regard to political complications, and 
that the question will be disposed of as 
a matter needing immediate atten- 
tion? 

He sees ground for hope that the 
case will be regarded by Congress as 
exceptional and unique, and that the 

desired, legislation will not be affected 
by partisan controversy over a gen- 
eral tariff policy. 

Our manufacturers of dyes should 
be guided by the Tariff Commission. 
They have built up a fine industry 
whose exports now exceed in value the 
imports from Germany before the war. 
Immediate action for defense is not 
needed. Germany: may have no sur- 
plus of dyes next year for a foreign 
market. The high cost of raw ma- 
terials and intermediates here is de- 
clining, and dye prices will naturally. 
be reduced. Ih this downward move- 
ment there is the beginning of de- 
fense. And ‘probably the Commis- 





sion’s bill revising tariff rates will be 
passed. If the dye makers are reason- 
able in their treatment of consumers, 


giving them the benefit of lower pro-| 
duction cost; Congress: will’ not. permit 


the industry to be wrecked. :

THE SONS OF SPARTACUS. 

Friday had been a day of slaughter 
in Berlin. As far away’as Zurich the 
counters of the slain make them 180. 
The Associated Press dispatch. from 
Berlin says that in the great massacre 
‘“twelve or sixteen were killed, ac- 
cording to various reports.’ ‘Those 
terrible gladiators, the Spartacides, 
are reveling in resolutions and ma- 
chine guns. At sober old Mainz 
‘* many persons have been killed.’’ At 
Rotterdam sanguinary tales of the 
doings of Berlin are current. Consid- 
ering the feeble numbers of the Spar- 
tacides and the theatrical bombast of 
some of their leaders, there. seems to 
be a curious desire, a sort of an agree- 
ment, to magnify their proceedings 
and to make Honest Michel shudder at 
a rather shadowy disorder. One can’t 
help suspecting that agents provoca- 
teurs are doing an active business, 

Whether or not these little clashes 
in Berlin and elsewhere were arranged 
beforehand, it must be difficult for 
anybody not a Spartacide to take. se- 
riously the cruel persecution of those 
highly amateur Bolsheviki at the 
hands of the ‘‘ Kaiser Socialists.’’ 
SCHEIDEMANN and ExsertT have been 
‘ Kaiser Socialists '’ and may be still, 
but their faction is such a great ma- 
jority of the Socialist Party that they 
do not need to make ‘‘ martyrs ’’ of 
the Liebknecht fanatics. What could 
be more absurd than .this ineffectual 
declaimer LizBKNECHT, his auditory 
encircled by machine guns on motor 
trucks, addressing a meeting from the 
base of a Hohenzollern statue? The 
original Spartacus, leader of the fa- 
mous insurrection of Roman slaves, as 
we see him in history or legend makes 
a fine end. He kills his war horse. On 
foot, with all the skill and desperation 
of a veteran gladiator, he fights to the 
death. LresKNECHT is a man of decla- 
mations and parades. Surrounded by 
machine guns, he begs assorted sec- 
tions of the Berlin populace to.rise and 
mutiny, to organize themselves into 
Red Guards. 
stolid. Performances in ‘the Lenine- 
Trotzky manner are all right when 
played in Russia, directed by Germany 
for the benefit of Germany. At home 
that sort of thing will never do. Dis- 
order in Germany cannot. be sponta- 
neous. The instinct of discipline and 
obedience is too strongly implanted in 
the German breast. One cannot have 
a real pleasure, even a guilty joy, in 
straying into the realm of ‘* Forbid- 
den.’’ In the ragtag and bobtail 
of the Spartacides there must be some 
old jailbirds; yet a German burglar, 
for example, can hardly parade his 
calling with complete satisfaction if he 
lacks a permit from the police. 

In spite of all these reports of vio- 
lence it is probable that few people of 
intelligence in Germany are really 
afraid of Bolshevism. There are pow- 
erful if. now designedly obscure in- 
fluences, East-Elbian, military, bu- 
reaucratic, industrial, that desire that 
the German people shall not feel se- 
cure save under the rule of the masters 
whom they have long served. As for 
the honest burghers in Cologne who 
‘* thank Gop the English have come ’” 
to protect property and life against the 
anarchs and the small-fry thieves, 
why, these are the same bold towns- 
men who gloated over the heroic at- 
tacks of the German airplanes on Lon- 
don and were nearly scared to death 
when the allied bombing planes re- 
turned the compliment to the Rhine

Holding 
the position he dges, the marines are 
“his boys’ in a way that, they are not, 
for instance, the boys of the Secretary 
of War, and, just as a heavy responsi- 
bility would have rested on him if any- 
thing done under his administration had 
actomplished the almost impossible re- 
sult of diminishing the long-established 
efficiency of this famous corps, so he 
can take, honestly, some credit to him- 
self for the more than remarkable dem- 
onstration they made in the great and 
terrible fight of their right to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the best sol- 
diers in the world. 

But—well, it is not denying the truth 
of anything he said about the courage 
and devotion of the marines to express 
a feeling of regret that he did not show 
a little more restraint than he did in 
his praises.

he did not express all the reasons he 
had for this action. The two reasons he 
did give, however, are sound and: ade- 
quate. . ; 

The first cf them was that for New 
York City to show in this particular 
way its regard and respect for its dead 
sons would impose upon § innumerable 
other cities and towns in the United 
States and in other countries something 
like an obligation to do the same thing. 
Ine results would be a form of munici- 
pal rivalry not to be desired and the 
bringing on France of an embarrass- 
ment that, would be not the less painful, 
because it would have to be endured in 
silence. Civic monuments, as everybody 
knows, are not always masterpieces of 
art or taste, and—well, France is a 
teacher, not’ a pupil, in both of those 
domains.~ 

Of even more weight than this reason 
was the second presented by Mr. Frick. 
He wrote that for him one of the conse- 
quences of the war, and not its least im- 
portant, was the new or emphasized 
sense of national unity*which it had 
given to our people all over the land. 
We did not send men to battle across 
the sea from towns or ‘from States, but 
from a country that knows no dividing 
lines in patriotism. It was an American 
army that went,abroad, and all the men 
in it fought for a single cause. Those 
who perished for that cause well deserve 
a lasting monument’ in the country 
where fate overtook them, but they de- 
serve it as Americans, not as coming 
from this or that part of America. 
+The place for,a New. York monument, 
if anywhere, is here in New York.

Now that. the mus- 
tering out of service 
is proceeding rapidly,

: problems have. arisen 
with respect to the men who, though 
still in uniform, are no longer soldiers. 
It-is true, of course, that with an honor- 
able discharge goes a restoration of ai 
civilian privileges, and that those 
privileges, in localities not ‘‘dry,’’ in- 
elude that of buying intoxicants, but it 
would be: lamentable indeed if evidences 
of excessive indulgence should be given 
by men who, so far as anybody can see 
or know without investigation nobody is 
likely to make, are still members of the 
force whose sobriety and generally ex- 
cellent behavior has filled their country- 
men with such we}l-founded pride. As 
long as a man wears the national uni- 
form, the honor of that uniform, which 
is the honor of his country, remains in 
his keeping, and for him to forget that 
fact, if something less than a crime, is 
certainly something more than a mis- 
demeanor. 

It is reported, too, that some of these 
discharged soldiers are refusing to 
salute the officers they meet. Such a 
refusal on their part is a sorry mani- 
festation of dignity misunderstood. Did 
those who now exercise this miserable 
“right ’’ to be discourteous if they 
please. salute their officers in the recent 
past only because the regulations re- 
quired that manifestation of respect? If 
so, they were strangely ignorant of what 
the military salute really means. The 
salute is not a confession of inferiority; 
it is a.manifestation of the essential 
equality that exists between all ranks 
from highest to lowest among men who 
in their various capacities have devoted 
their lives to common cause. He is 
blind who cannot see that the salute is 
equally honorable to him who gives it 
and to him who returns it, end the 
thought of compulsion should not enter 
the mind of either.

SAYS WORLD LEAGUE 


‘WILL BE ORGANIZED 


Taft, Addressing Commercial 
Congress, Predicts Action 
at Versailles. 


CALLED ‘NEW NATIONALISM’ 


Extension of Present Conceptions, 
Says Straus—CJark on Our 
Foreign Trade. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 9.—A league 
of nations to enforce peace was strongly 
urged*as one: of America’s aims at the 
Paris conference tonight by ex-President 
Taft before a great meeting of the dele- 
gates of the Southern Commercial Con- 
gréss. 

Other speakers were Oscar S. Straus 
of New York, Chairman of the Co- 
operating Committee of the congress; 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University, and Edward 
Filene of Boston. 

‘“My feelings about the League of Na-; 
tions,’’ said Mr. Taft, ‘‘ is that the stars 
in their course are revolving to make it 
inevitable. There is much discussion by 
statesmen, ‘who refer us to the time of 
Washington and who warn us of en- 


tangling alliances. But what are we in 
now’? 1am reminded of the Texan who, 
when our Philippine policy and our ten- 
dency toward expansion were criticised, 
declared * We are done expanding.’ 

‘“We can’t escape it. We went into 
this war because we were driven into it. 
And we had to be driven because of that 
very policy of, avoiding entangling 
alliances. 

‘“*This league of nations to enforce 
peace dosen’t claim any patent or trade- 
mark. We are glad to have everybody 
support*® it. We don’t care what he 
thinks about other things, so long as he 
favors the league idea. But what we do 
object to is. being held responsible for 
internationalism in the sense that that 
cult denies nationalism. 

**You have got to have a league with 
force enough to say to all those small 
nations: ‘ We.do not propose to let you 
start a conflagration that will destroy 
this peace that we have endured so in- 
finitely much ;to bring about. I say to 
you that unless such a league emerges 
from the conference at Paris the wnole 
thing is a failure. I don’t think it ts 
going to be a. failure—that is why I say 
to the gentlemen at Washington: ‘ Bet- 
ter get on the band wagon.’ ”’ 


The “New Nationalism.” 


Oscar §. Straus of New York, in an 
address on ‘“ The Problem of Enduring 
Peace,’’ also discussed the proposed 
League of Nations. 


‘‘“Whether half of the youth of 
Europe, together with the precious frac- 
tion of ours, shall*have died. in vain, or 
for a beneficent and lasting purpose, 
will depend upon the measure of wisdom 
with which our allies and we solve the 
difficult problem of peace,’’ he said. 

‘‘It will be urged that, in order to 
bring about an association or league of 
free nations, with adequate power to 
compel the adjustment of international 
differences by means other than war, 
nations must renounce nationalism for 
supernationalism. The plain answer is, 
they will not have to renounce, but en- 
large, their conception of nationalism, 
so as to make it more+nearly accord 
with the true grandeur‘ of nations and 
with their responsibility to one another, 
so as to insure respect for reciprocal na- 
tional rights, not, as heretofore, on a 
basis of the might of each, but of the 
might of all for the rights of all. 

‘This is the all-important problem 
that will confront the nations at the 
Peace Congress. This problem is Fe- 
garded in three different aspects by as 
many groups of scholars, publicists, and 
statesmen, and their followers in the 
several -nations. 3 

“The first group let us call the Con- 
servatists, who are always the back- 
ward-looking and believe what has 
failed of accomplishment in the past 
cannot be made effective in the future. 
They maintain that, instead of an ’en- 
lightened internationalism, the nations 
must intensify their nationalism and 
build ever stronger their military and 
naval effectiveness, and be ever ready 
for attack and defense. 


The Standpatters. 


‘The second group, for the lack of 
a better term, we may’ call the Stand- 
patters, who, while recognizing the 
need and desirability of, a higher stand- 
ard of morais in interndtional relation- 
ships, maintain that this cannot be 
attained by any international mechan- 
ism, that in the last analysis national 
necessity will override any and all inter- 
national restraints, and that all treaties 
embodying such checks and restraints. 
will be broken. Whether they realize it 
or not they array themselves on the side 
of Machiavelli, and as upholders of the 
barbaric doctrines. preached and. put 
forth by Treitschke and Bernhardi. 

‘‘The third group are thee New Na- 
tionalists, who, fully mindful of the er- 
rors and shortcommgs of the past, are 
determined to profit by the extraordi- 
rapt d opportunities of the present and 
to build upon a firmer foundation a 
more enduring structure than has ever 
been erected to safeguard the future 
against national aggression and con- 
quest. They maintain that the basis 
of co-operation made necessa to se- 
cure victory should be applied to the 
maintenance of peace. 

_‘*In America it will be said, as it 
has already been said, both in and out 
of Coggress, that we have a traditional 
policyy laid down by the Fathers, em- 
bodied in Washington’s farewell ad- 
dress,’ regarding entangling alliances 
and the Monroe Doctrine. {if we are to 
be a progressive nation we must not let 
our worship of the past harden into a 
fetish and chain us to the past. We 
must interpret the American policy un- 
der the new world conditions in which 
we live and which the world war has 
brought us @ace to face with, as the 
Fathers, wise in their day, would have 
shaped their policy in the light of pres- 
ent conditions. 

‘“‘The Monroe policy provided that no 
European nation should be permitted to 
extend its authority over an American 
nation. The World League policy is an 
enlargement of the same doctrine—that 
no nation shall be permitted to extend 
its power over any other nation, but 
that every nation should be left free to 
determine its own policy. 

**We broke with the _ traditional 
American policy when we sent our brave 
boys overseas and joined with the 
Allies to conquer the enemies of democ- 
racy. To unite with the same Allies 
and covenant with them to safeguard 
the fruits of victory for future genera- 
tions is not any more a new departure, 


‘but a logical sequence and wise pre- 


caution.”’ 
Speaker Clark’s Address. 


America's future prosperity rests in 
large measure on the increase of its 
foreign trade, Speaker Champ Clark of 
the House of -Representatives said in 
the annuak address which he delivered. 

‘‘The one problem resulting from the 
war with which the Southern Com- 
mercial Congress is most concerned is 
what arrangement will be made touch- 
rg, Re freedom of the seas,’’ he said. 
ev en but a handful, for the freedom 
of the seas.we fought the most power- 
ful nation earth. Last year and this 
we fought the Central Powers for the 
freedom of the Seas, for, after all is said 
and done, that is the chief reason why 
we participated in the war. 

“We can depend on President Wilson 
to secure freedom of the seas at the 
Congress of Versailles. In that connec- 
tion the principal question with which 
this commercial congress should wrestle 
is how to increase our foreign trade, 
for upon that rests in largest measure 
the future prosperity of this republic.’’ 

e immense merchant marine built up 
during the war. should be maintained 
forever, Mr, Clark declared, and added 
that the only way to do it ‘‘is to mod- 
ernize our navigation laws, make our 
seamen the most efficient, and above all 
things incre our foreign trade. 

‘* We have no time to lose tn prepara- 
tion for the trade war which will come 
simultaneously with peace,” Speaker 
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ALLIED WAR SALON OPENS. 
American Galleries Exhibition. Cov- 


ers Whole Field of Operations. 


The Allied War Salon which opened 
yesterday at the American Aft Galleries, 
to continue until Dec, 24;\ is an: exhibi- 
tion of paintings, sculpture, prints, post- 
pers; and drawings, either directly or in- 
directly connected with’ the war, the net 
proceeds from the exhibition to go to 
the Art ‘War Relief. The exhibition is 
held under the joint auspices of the Divi- 
sion of Pictorial Publicity; ' the Commit- 
tee on Arts and Decoration of the May- 
or’s Committee on National Defense, and 
the American Federation of Arts. The 
Secretary of State, the Secretary of 
War, the Secrétary of the. Navy, the 
Italian Ambassador, and the Acting 
High Commissioner from Great Britain 
are among the patrons.. Albert Eugene 
Gallatin is Chairman of the Committee 
on Arrangements, and is responsible for 


the admirable catalogue... With. this 
formal and official framework it’ was 
to be expected that the exhibition would 
show a corresponding formality. The 
contrary is true. 

One of the principal features is a group 
of nearly two hundred drawings made 
by. the official artists of the United 
States Army, just arrived from France, 
and now shown for the first time in 
New York. The artists have taken their 
responsibility in the: characteristic 
American spirit, with. no undue defer- 
ence for its source in Government au-# 
thority, but with a frank determination 
to do their bést for their country with 
such’ talent as they possess. Much. of 
this talent is of a high order, and the 
quiet, unobtrusive manner in which it is 
used is of the very essence of its quality. 
The names are familiar to the American 
er yee Harding, J. André Smith, 

. J. Duncan, W. J. Aylward, Wallace 
Morgan, and Ernest Peixotto. Bach of 
them now writes ‘‘ Captain "’ before his 
name, but the style of the work has 
not changed at all. There is a charac-} 
teristic absence. of sentimentalism in all 
the records and freedom from insistence 
on any one feature of the scene at the 
expenses of others. The tired men at 
Chateau-Thierry are just tired men, not 
exhausted heroes, under Captain Hard- 
ing’s ‘pencil. The French light tanks are 
making their way. across a: wide field 
with businesslike precision. It is re- 
served for the artists at home to draw 
the agony of Belgium and the sorrows of 
women and children. " 

The subjects: cover practically the 
whole field of war, dressing sta- 
tions, supply trains, bomb-proof billets, 
‘‘ chow,”’ officers’ mess, German prison- 
ers, the hurry call to fight, and the roll- 
eall afterward, artillery and machine 
guns, drawings showing the kind. of 
ground over which our men fought, the 
type of village in which they were 
billeted, the cavalry school at Saumar, : 
machine gun battalions at drill, and a 
hundred other scenes of activity, all of 
which give a clear impression of the 
great powers of organization at work 
behind them. 

A very interesting section of the ex- 
hibition is given to paintings and draw- 
ings by the marine camoufleurs of the 
United States Shipping Board, Second 
District: Nearly all the examples have 
te do with what-is called the ‘‘ baffle ’’ 
system of camouflage as distinguished 
from the concealing system. y this 
‘“‘ baffle painting the outlines of the ship 

are distorted and-the submarine watch- 
ers are misled as to its size, character, 
and course. ° 

Among the paintings are many that 
have been shown in smaller exhibitions 
and also in the exhibition of the Avenue 
of the Allies, Mr. Gallatin having acted 
in the spirit. Whistler's crisp re- 
sponse when asked if certain pictures of 
his in an exhibition had not “been seen 
before. ‘‘ No,’’ he said, ‘‘ they have 
been shown, but they haven’t been 
seen.’’ Certainly Hassam and Reuter- 
dahl. Lie, and Blashfield, Bellows, 
Hugh Ferris, Johansen, and Luks and 
Beal are seen to excellent advantage 
in the large lower gallery, which also 
contains a few pictures fresh from the 
easel, conspicuous among them Paul 
Dougherty’s. vigorous and _ -brilliant 
painting of a shipyard. 

The group of drawings of our soldiers 
in France by: the French artist Lucien 
Jonas, arrived too late'for inclusion in 
the catalogue, but should not be missed 
by the gallery visitor. The American 
type is clearly seen and rendered with 
the incisive, easy method of French 
illustration. Jonas is not a Steinlen or 
a Forain, both of whom are notably rep- 
resented: in: the exhibition,. but he has a 
witty style-of his own and has found the 
Ameéricans entertaining... __. ‘ 

Italy is. represented by etchings of air- 
planes by Gianni Caproni himself, etch- 
ings by J. C. Vandrous speak for the 
Czechoslovaks, and a large group of the 
Raemaeker’s drawings for Holland. 

England provides, however, the largest 
amount 6f pictorial material. 

The set of British lithographs illustrat- 
ing the efforts and ideals of Great Brit- 
ain in the war is an imteresting docu- 
ment not only of the war but of the 
modern art of England. Muirhead Bone, 
simple to the point of austerity; l'rank 
Brangwyn, complex to the point of in- 
coherence; ‘William Rothenstein, self- 
conscious, but also individual, and clever 
in his gray Poneiiings ; Augustus John, 
laying aside his modernist cloak for this 
muscular occasion; Eric Kennington, A. 


expressing the mannerly revolt of the 
British artist against the mannerly con- 
vention of preceding schools. In the 
very beautiful Hthographs of Spencer 
Pryse, which are new in America, we 
see especially the idiosyncratic. Anglo- 
Saxon genius, reducing noncomformity 
to a systematized individualism that 
finally loses its accent of protest in its 
passionate assertion of race. Pryse 
never has done work more dignified and 
lovely with classic line than in these 
latest lithographs. 

The English’ posters show also the 
fruit of the recent effort in Ehgland 
to make the art before which the largest 
public passes worthy of its great oppor- 
tunity. When our subway stations can 
show such poster lithographs as adorned 
the Underground in 1914 we shall have 
got far along in our task of bringing art 
to the public—a task infinitely more dif- 
 oageaye’ than that of bringing the public 
o art. & 

The war, however, has done much for 
our poster art. Only a few of us will 
recall, through the swarming and op- 
pressive sensations of the past four 
years, ‘the utter discouragement of our 
first efforts in poster making. -_We were 
tawdry and cheap almost in proportion 
to the stimulus _and importance of the 
occasion. We helplessly revealed the 
unpreparedness not of our art but of 
our organization of art activities for 
any such stirring emergency. Then the 
sane helped us with its jeering appre- 
ension of the failures on parade. ‘There 
is genuine satisfaction in turning to the 
American section and finding such. pos- 
ter designs as those now familiar to our 
American public by Mr. Blashfiela, 
Mr. Sterner, Lieutenant Reuterdahl, 
Mr. Penfield, Mr. Crisp, Mr. Treidler, 
Mr. Taylor, Mr. Everett, Mr. Babcock, 
Mr. Leyendecker, Mr. Paus, Mr. Mor- 
gan, Mr. Dougherty, and Mr. Cox. The 
original drawings by these artists are on 
view, and there are lithographs by 
others. 

The care with which the selection has 
been made enables this American’ group 
to stand comparison very satisfactorily 
with the more deeply initiated foreign 
groups. ‘There is a certain freshness 
and directness in, the American appeal 
that expresses the youth and courage.of 
the country as it has not often ie 
expressed in its art. “1 :

Ex-Senator Declares Constitution 
Will Sustain Country’s New 
Role as World Power. 


Ex-United States Senator George Suth- 
erland of Utah delivered at Columbia 
University last evening the first of eight 
lectures on ‘‘ Constitutional Power and 
World Affairs.”'’ President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, who introduced Mr. 
Sutherland as a former President’ of the 
American Bar Association, ‘said, after 
the lecture, that he would in the course 
of his series of talks enunciate “‘ an en- 
tirely new theory of the’ Constitution,” 
the theory that, now that the United 
States:has become a world power, the 
Constitution should be strictly inter- 
preted at home, but most broadly in- 
terpreted in connection with world polli-- 
tics and policies. 

In opening his address, Senator Suth- 
erland said it would have been black 
treason for the United. States to have 
kept out of the war.. He also spoke of 
the German violation of Belgium and of 
Luxemburg. ‘‘as contemptible and cow- 
ardly as the assault of a powefful bully 
upon a defenseless child.”’ : 

Senator Sutherland, approaching the 
discussion of the Constitution, said that 
it had become the fashion in some circles 
to denounce the written Constitution as 
undemocratic, as an. unwarranted re- 
straint upon the people to move for» 
ward. . 

‘* But in truth,” he continued, “ it is 
the most democratic thing we possess, 
for it is the one thing above all others 
that makes articulate and clear the 
claim that all powér comes from the 
people. It is the one thing that makes 
the Government which it establishes a 
servant of the people and prevents it 
from becoming their master. 

** Out of the Spanish-American war we 
emerged a broadened empire with over- 
seas possessions and a flag carried half 
around the world. But we did not per- 
ceive that this entailed ‘world responsi- 
bilities, which, with the. coming of the’ 
occasion, we would be compelled to as- 


sume. That occasion has now come and 
age responsibilities we are beginning 
o face : 7 


“It is no longer true, if it ever was 
true, that European international prob- 
lems are no concern of ours. For the 
next few years ‘it is certain they will 
constitute our chfef concern, and they 
will. never hereafter’ cease’ to demand 
our careful consideration and. gsolicitude. 

‘* We are seeking for ourselves none of 
the usual fruits of conquest—neither 
territory nor indemnity, nor the vast 
military expenses we have incurred, but 
there are things of great importance for 
which we pen justly ask. For one thing. 
we should seek and obtain in this general 
world ah erga the formal recognition 
|and adoption of the Monroe Doctrine. 
-' That would be little to ask of our allies 
and little to exact from our enemies, 
and it might hereafter prove of incal- 
culabe value to us. 

‘Important as this doctrine is, how- 
ever, it has tnus far rested upon noth- 
ing more-substantial than our own as- 
sertions. The present situation presents

PLEASED. AT ‘BRITAIN’S DAY.’ 


London. Presa Cordially Apprecia- 
tive of American Tribute. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—Cordial apprecia- 
tion of the honor conferred by the 
United States by celebrating Britain 
Day is expressed by newspapers here. 

‘‘A new. page in Anglo-American his- 
tory is being turned,’’ says The Tele- 
graph. ‘“‘We and the Americans have 
discovered we have many ideals in com- 
mon.

TREVES, Dec. 8.—‘‘ Lest we for- 
‘get.’ Here is Treves, there is Sois- 
sons. Here in Treves the lights are 
burning brightly tonight. Over across 
the street from this pretty Porta Nigra 
Hotel a musical comedy has just end- 
ed, and out of the Stadt Theatre well- 
dressed crowds fill the sidewalks, some 
on the way to their homes, some 
to the cafés, and restaurants, and 
dances. Street car bells are clanging, 
and boys are selling papers, and up 
from the throngs comes the sound of 
laughter. Waiters in evening clothes 
are waiting in the restaurants to serve 
Treves merrymakers. This is Treves, 
the well-kept and prosperous metrop- 
elis of this sector of the Moselle 
Valley. 

Seated here in a flower garden of 
Hunland, my memory goes back to 
another metropolis, Soissons, the, me. 
tropolis of its part of the Aisne Valley. 
There are no arclights in Soissons -to- 
night. No merry crowds are coming 
from the city’s theatres. The lights 
ef no restaurants shine across the 
well-parked s.reets. No waiters in 
evening clothes stand with the prof- 
fered wine list. 

Desolation in Soissons. 


There is desolation in Soissons. I 
ean see standing stark the two maimed 
spires of its once noble cathedral. I 
can see its torn and tortured houses, 
once the beautiful homes of beautiful 
Northern France, now the habitat of 
scavenger rats, if thev haven’t all died 
of hunger. The clang of the street 
car bells is gone, and of laughter 
there is none. The war’s curse has 
ruined the once fair city. 

That is Soissons. This is Treves. 
That is France. Thisis Germany. . 

I can hear some weakminded broth- 
-@r say that the people of Treves were 
not to blame for what happened to 
Boissons. I say that. neither were the 
people of Soissons. To one who has 
seen much of the ruin the Hun car- 
ried into France, there is something 
repugnant, something unspeakably ar- 
rogant, and, withal, disgusting, in the 
prosperity and well-being of Treves. 
And people coming in from other. Ger- 
man towns tell me it’ is mu¢h the 
game in many other places. - 

Untouched by the ravages of war, 
these German cities stand intact, their 
ordered life going on’ in measured 
circles. The German soldier, demobil- 
ized, comes back to a ‘home, a roof 
above his head. His wife and children 
welcome him to the fireside hé left 
when he started amuckK in August, 
1914. 

And what of the French soldier who 
left his home in Soissons to defend his 
own from the Hun? The poilu goes 
back, but there is no home. Its roof 
is crumbled slate and its walls are 
Piles of stone.

‘| Forced Retrenchment May Preclude 


_ Promised Changes in’ Baseball 
Tribunal. 


It is expected that on account of the 
strict economical policy which is to be 
followed in basebajl during the coming 
stason, the changes which have been 
threatened in the National Commissién 
will not"be attempted for at least an- 
Cther season. The financial séttlement 
of the Federal League war has con- 
sumed all the money which the commis- 
sion had been saving out of the world’s 
series for the last dozen years. / 

The payments for Harrison Park in 
Newark, Washington Park in Brooklyn, 
and Exposition Park in Pittsburgh, to- 
gether with, the settlement of several 
other obligations, has made the National 
Commission’s money chest just as empty 
as Old Mother Hubbard’s cupboard. It 
is generally understood among baseball 
men that the ‘commission is ‘‘ broke.’’ 

It is stated that for some time Chair- 
man August Herrmann has been recéiv- 
ing only half of his regular galary as 
chead of the commission. Secretary John 
E. Bruce’s salary has also been slashed, 
and: the expenses of the officials, which 
at one time used to soar ’way up into 
the thousands, have been cut to little 
or nothing. ‘These are hard times in 
baseball, and the league is not at this 
time going to appoint new officials who 
will have to be paid large salaries. 

On account of the unsettled conditions 
in baseball, Chairman Herrmann and 
other officials were willing to have their 
salaries cut in half, but if new men were 
brought in to fill.thei® places full sal- 
aries would be needed to attract the 
right type of executives. KH is going to 
be more than one se&son before base- 
ball catches up with the losses it sus- 
tained during the Federal League war. 

While some of the clubowners of the 
National League are still plotting to 
oust Herrmann as Chairman, it is diffi- 
cult to sée as ow. it.is going to be 
accomplished. The mem who-is elected 
President of the National League may 
or may not be instructed to vote for 
some Other man for Chairman, but the 
Cincinnati man has a stanch supporter 
in Ban Johnson of the American gue, 
and as the Chairman is appointed by 
the Presidents of the two major leagues, 
the matter would result in a deadlock. 

While John A. Heydler is not seekin 

the office of President of the Nationa 
League, it is likely that he will be asked 
to serve by the elyb owners. There is 
no o man_ so fitted for the position 
as Heydler who can fill the three posi- 
tions alone—President, Secretary, and 
Treasurer. This would.be along the line 
of the economical policy which the base- 
ball people expect to pursue until they 
have made up the losses of the Federal 
League settlement. 
James E. Gaffney, former owner of 
the Boston Club, consulted with several 
of the National League club owners yes- 
pet Mr. Gaffney stated that the 
stockholders of the Boston Club had met 
all their obligations and had settled with 
him last. week, is _probably means 
that the club will not be put ‘up for sale, 
but will be operated next season by the 
same corporation. a Stallings will 
again be manager, as his contract. will 
not expire for two years. As the finan- 
cial difficulties of the St. Louis Club 
have also been adjusted, no change in 
the National Leagte’s makeup will be 
considered at today’s meeting.

Joseph J. Lannin, the former owner of 
the Boston Red Sox, who has interest 
in the Newark, Buffalo and Hamilton, 
Ont., clubs in =the new circuit, an- 
nounced sterday that he would ¢on- 
tinue in the game for another seasbdn at 
least. He had announced his intention 
of retiring. It is stated that Providence 
is anxious to get back in the Interna- 
tional again and may take the Hamil- 
ton, Ont., franchise, which for the 
greater part of last season was in Syra- 
euse. ith Mr, Lannin in the fold, the 
future of the league looks much brighter. 

The Class AA leagues, the Interna- 
tional, the American Association and the 
Pacific Coast League, will probably 
adopt a uniform salary limit. The 
American Association has already sug- 
ested a limit of $3,000 a month, and 
President John H. rre]l will soon 
confer with the officials of the other 
two leagues before adenting this limit. 

President Farrell in his annual report, 
which he read to the club owners yester- 
day, recommended the $3,000 limit, and 
also suggested a plan to pool all the re- 
eceipts and disbursements and pay all 
out of the common fund.

furnish safe, adequate, decent service.’’ 
He said he considered Bolshevism dan- 
gerous to the liberties of the world, and 
declared that the B. R. T. encouraged it 
and socialism by its disregard of the 
safety, comfort and rights of the public.

Testifying yesterday before the Public 
Service Commission Edward A. Maher, 
Vice President and Traffic Manager of 
the Third Avenue Railway, Company 
said he thought the commission should 
permit the lines to carry a 100 per cent.

Producers Break Off Negotia- 
tions with the Carranza 
Government. 


RELY UPON UNITED STATES 


Modification of Present Law Is 
Hoped For, Otherwise This Coun- 
try May Have to Act. 


All negotiations between the Associa- 
tion of the Petroleum Producers in 
Mexico and the Carranza Government, 
with regard to the property rights of 
the ofl companies, 


off, and the assiciation’s representa- 
tive in Mexico, Nelson Rhoades, has 
been recalled to the United States. This 
action was announced following a meet- 
ing of a committee of the association at 
the offices of the Mexican Petroleum 
Company yesterday. After careful con- 
sideration had been given to the pro. 
sed oil law, which is already beforo 
@ Mexican Congress, the committee 
decided that the confiscatory features 
were patent and that, such being the 
case, nothing further could be gained 
by carrying on negotiations. : 
The petroleum situation is no nearer 
solution now than when the American 
and British Governments backed up the 
protests of the producers some months 
ago in the contention that Mexico had 
no right to confiscate the property of 
the concerns under the clause of the 
new Constitution which stated that the 
oil lands were the property of the na- 
tion. One authority on the oil situation 
said after yesterday’s meeting that now 
that the companies have oe to deal 
furth ith Carranza, a modification 
of the present law, te o the ob- 
jJectienable features, might be intro- 
duced in ihe Mexicap Cc in If there 
is no modification the oil producers will 
a reliance in the stipport of the 
nited States, the position of this. Gov- 
ernment having been set forth by Pres- 
ident Wilson 
which he said: 
“The United States cannot acquiesce 
in any procedure ostensibly or nominally 
in the form of taxation or the exercise 
of eminent domain, but really resulting 
in.the confiscation of private property 
and arbitrary deprivation of vested 
| rights. In the absence of the establish- 
| ment of any procedure looking to the 
; Prevention of spoliation of American 
citizens, and in the absence of any as- 
surance, were such procedure estab- 
| lished, that it would not uphold in de- 
fiance of international law and justice 
the arbitrary confiscations of Mexican 
authorities, it becomes the function of 
| the Government of the United States 
most earnestly and respectfully to call

to impel it to protect the property of its

| The Association of Petroleum Fro- 
| ducers in Mexico, which represents 
thirty-three companies, American, 

Dutch, and English, issued this state- 
ment after the mecting: 

‘‘ At a meeting of a committee of the 
Association of the Petroleum Producers 
in Mexico held today, for the first time 
the new proposed ‘ Petroleum Code’ of 
Mexico, now before the Mexican Con- 
gress, was presented in full for consider- 
ation. Without dissent, it was de- 
termined that the ‘Petroleum Code’ 
was unsatisfactory from every point of 
view in that it purports to put into ef- 
fect the confiscatory features regarding 
petroleum ownership in Article 27 of the 
Constitution of 1917 under which the 
ge Mexican Government is opcrat- 
ng. The proposed code provides that all 
petroleum in Mexico is the property of 
the nation; that the property of the 
nation is inalicnable and not subject to 
prescription and that this law provides 
for concessions of limited rights to pro- 
duce the nation’s. petroleum, which are 
in essence revocable licenses. 

“The only provisions of the proposed 
code which in any way recognize pe- 
troleum, titles and- rights. acquired hon- 
estly and for value under the recognized 
laws of Mexico are in certain transitory 
articles which provide only that lands 
of an undertermined area on which wells 
have been drilled may be retained by 
their present owners and. aperators. who 
will, however, enjoy only such rights 
as they would have acquired by taking 
out concessions or licenses. As to Inunds 
honestly acquired by purchase and lease 
which have not been drilled upon, or 
which have been drilled upon after May 
1, 1917, (the date when the new consti- 
tution went into effect.) such lands are 
open to the filing of mining claims and 
to the issuance of licenses for thcir -ex- 
ploitation by the Government to third 
parties. 

‘“‘The fact that the transitory articles 
of the proposed code provide that the 
resent owners and lessees of petroleum 
ands have a certain preferential right 
to obhtaim concessions ahead of the gen- 
eral public is negligible, and the. pro- 
vision is negatory in view of the pro- 
visions of the Constitution of Mexico 
prohibiting any corporation but a Mexi- 
can corporation from securing petroleum 
“concessions or licenses.’ he law 
would operate to absplutely and per- 
manently confiscate all such property 
now held by American, British or Dutch 
companies. 

st e law is age ge confiscatory 
and would result in the ending of pe- 
troleum titles and rights enjeyed by 
American corporations and which have 
served as a basis for the investment 
of more than $300,000,000. The asso- 
ciated producers have instructed “ their 
representatives in Mexico to break off 
negotiations with the Mexican Govern- 
ment and to return to the United States. 

‘The Sag ah of petroleum in Mex- 
ico has been developed entirely by for- 
eign capital and foreign enterprise. / Ex- 
cluding foreign capital and foreign en- 
terprise from the development of pe- 
troleum in Mexico, it is believed by 
many. would result in a marked falling 
off in the amount of petroleum pro- 
duction. 


‘* Due to objectionable decrees still in 
existence, the drilling of new wells by 
foreign companies has since August 12 
been strictly prohibited, As a_ resuit 
reports from the Tampico and Tuxpam 
districts, showa deplorable condition of 
unemployment of Mexican laborers.”’

Exhibition Rules Announced. 

Rules governing the exhibitions to be 
made at the forthcoming Spring style 
show of the Retail Millinery Association 
of America, which is to be held at the 
Hotel Astor on Feb. 11, 1919, were an- 
nounced yesterday. They specify that 
manufacturers producing hats which sell 
at $8 wholesale and up are eligible, and 
that each exhibition shall be allowed ten 
minutes. Each exhibitor must supply 
eight mannikins suitably dressed to dis- 
play their hats, and no mannikin will 
be allowed to make any change of cos- 
tume during the exhibit. The rules also 
provide that should there be more ap- 
plicants for exhibition than the neces- 
sarily limited time of display will allow, 
the Committee on Admissions appointed 
by the Board, of Directors will be en- 
titled to select the maximum number of 
exhibitions permissible. All applications 
must be recetved at the office of the as- 
sociation by 5.P. M. on Dec. 15. 


Burlaps Open Quietly. 

There was little snap to the demand 
for burlaps in this market yesterday, 
due in good part to the lateness of the 
year and the unwillingness of buyers to 
enter the inventory season with a lot of 
goods on hand. Despite the quiet. prices 
on heavy burlaps are well sustained near 
the Government maximums, but there fs 
still considerable weakness in the lighter 
cloths. Eight-ounce, forty-inch goods 
are quoted nominally at 12 cents, but 
there is little doubt that this price could 
be shaded by a real buyer. At 12 cents 
these goods are 2 cents a yard below the 
Government ‘‘top.’’ Not much change 
in the situation is looked for until after 
the turn of the year. 


“Off the Face” Hats Liked. 


The success of the ‘off the face”’ 
shape appears to be assured, according 
to local millinery authorities. Many of 
these hats are now making their appear- 
ance here, several of which make use of 
combinations of fabrics with fur. The 
bodies of the hats are of velvet, panne 
velvet, or satin, with a wide flare of fur 
at the front. Sometimes the ends of this 
flare are pointed to give a military ef- 
fect. Some very ‘‘smart”’ models in 
black satin are displayed with this flare 
made on a stiff buckram frame. A box 
pleat appears at the front, with side 
pleats on either side. The frame itself 
is fashioned in this way. 


Canes Are More Popular. 


Manufacturers of canes and walking 
sticks have noticed recently a decided 
improvement in business. This is partly 
due to the number of canes sold to 
soldiers who recently returned from 
Europe and who while over there be- 
came accustomed to carrying canes. 
Fewer cheap canes are being sold this 
year, the call being for the higher priced 
goods. 





FUR TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Factors Which it Is Claimed Will 
Tend to Uphold Prices. 


No immediate or maried decreases inh 
the price of furs are to be expected as 
a result of the ending of the war, ac- 
cording to the December report of the 
New York Fur Auction Sales Corpora- 
tion, which was issued yesterday. Not 
only is it apparent, the report says, that 
the readjustment of values of all com- 
modities will be gradual, but the strong 
financial situation of the country guar- 
antees the continuance of healthy busi- 
ness conditions in all peace time in- 
dustries. The report continues, in part: 

‘“‘ In addition to this, there are several 
factors which will tend to maintain 
prices on most furs. Stocks carried 
over here are now smaller than ever 
before known in the trade. Supplies 
of furs in such neutral countries as 
Sweden, Norway, Denmar and Hol- 
land are entirely exhausted. The re- 
vival of shipping must inevitably result 
in an increased foreign demand, bot 
from neutral and belligerent countries. 
Besides, it must always be remembered 
that with the present high price of wool 
and other cloth materials, furs—consid- 
ering their long-wearing qualities—are 
still comparatively reasonable in price. 
With so many articles in strong demand 
at the present time, all signs point to 
the maintenance of present prices at our 
coming Winter sale.’’ 

The report further says that beayer, 
fisher, kolinsky, dark marten—as well as 
pale marten for blending purposes— 
muskrat, nutria, Australian opossum, 
raccoon, squirrel, and ‘‘clear”’ silver 
fox are in excellent demand. Blue fox, 
gray fox, the better grades of red fox, 
white fox, and lynx are in good demand. 
The report alsd says that while all 
grades of mink, American opossum, and 
otter are selling well, the market seems 
to be somewhat slower for bear, leopard, 
civet cat, and Zcross fox. <A_ restricted 
sale, due to the prevailing high prices, 
is reported for wolf. With skunk in 
universal demand and the 
catch entirely exhausted, the fresh col- 
lection is meeting with a ready sale.

OPENING FOR SHIP WORKERS 


Newark Bay Yard Offers to Pay 
Men While Training Them... 


The Newark Bay Shipyard at Port 
Newark, N. J., it was announced yester- 
day, is offeripg employment to a large 


number of men in shipbuilding. It has 
an established school for training work- 
men, who receive about 50 cents an hour 
during training in various branches of 
shipbuilding, such as bolting-up, drilling 
and reaming, riveting, chipping, and 
caulking. One thousand men a month 
have been graduated from the school. 
after which they receive pay Rivonia 
from 50 cents to 80 cents an nour an 

earn on piecework, it is said, from $7"to 
$15 a day, depending upon the trade 
which they follaw. o shipyard in the 
United States, officers.of the. concern 
say, offers such an &pporunity for earn- 
ing large wages as is found at the New- 
ark Bay Shipyard, due to the great 
number of duplicate ships the corpora- 
tion is building—150 5,500-ton steel cargo 
vessels. 

Employment is offered to men of the 
army and navy: who: have received their 
discharge as well as qther unemployed 
men, and whether they have worked. in 
a leper or not, Grose the methods 
of training, in four to six weeks’ time 
they can become skilled workmen. Men 
desirous of finding employment at. this 
shipyard can write or call at the ship- 
yard's employment’ office, Port Newark. 


POSTERS FOR FIFTH AVENUE 


Originals by Noted Artists Prepared 
for Red Cross ‘‘Rolli Call.’ 


Fifth Avenue 
to Fifty-sixth Street, will be lined with 
original posters painted on a large scale 
during the Red Cross Christmas roll 
call from Dec. 16 to Dec. 23. The post- 
ers are being made by a number of 
America’s most famous pdinters, poster 
artists, and cartoonists. Hach poster 
will be seven feet by ten, illustrating 
vividly some part of the work of the 
Red Cross. They will be set in a gen- 
eral scheme of decorations which in- 
cludes lining the avenue from the Plaza 
to Madison Square with Christmas trees, 
Many of the posters will be centred in 
front.of the Public Library, where they 
‘will be hung on.a decorative paneled 
screen thirty feet high and extending 
alo’ the entire Fifth Avenue front of 
the Library. The rest will be placed at 
regular intervals ten feet above the side- 
walls on building up and down the ave- 
nue. The huge screen at the Library 
was a difficult problem in construction, 
because of the necessity. of breaking it 
by wind pockets in order to insure safe- 
ty during stormy days. This was ac- 
complished by dividing it into a series 
of alternating panels and open arches. 

For a month artists have been work- 
ing on their posters at the Penguin, an 
attists’ club in West Fifteenth Street. 
Thirty of the posters. are completed. 
The posters present the widest possible 
variety of subjects and styles.

Alas, owing to our cast-iron censorship, 
our American friends know little of: our 
part in war; 40,000 land and sea officers 
and 900,000 mien -dead. 


Admiral Sims in his cablegram said: 


‘War has taught us the paramount value 
of co-operation. If. we neglect to apply 
in time of peace what war has shown to 
be necessary,-we will be unworthy of the 
splendid sacrifices so mapy of our men 
have made to win this gre&t victory. 


Dr. Jowett’s message read: 


‘America and .Great Britain are now 
vitally one by reason of the common 
struggle, sacrifice, sorrow, and triumph. 
Let us dedicate our union and victory to 
the enduring cause of righteousness .and 
freedom of our two nations; marching in 
unbroken fellowship, their counsels can be 
the lt€ht of the world and their work re- 
sult in universal emancipation.
